TEa  “line  storm”  this  year  has  been  unu¬ 
sually  severe.  A  heavy  thunder  storm  on 
Friday  night  last  was  followed  by  a  day  of 
pleasant  weather,  when  on  Sunday  the 
eastern  clouds  again  belched  forth  wind  and 
rniu.

The  trains  on  the  Jefferson  railroad  were 
delayed  several  hours  on  Monday,  owing  to 
trees  lying  across  tho  track  at  Forest  City 
and  other  points,  blown  down  by  the  wind 
of  Sunday  night. 
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
